“the labour unrest,’’ as it stood imme- 
diately and for some time before the wary 
“the great State’; “Divorce”; “the 
disease of Parliament”; “the possible 
collapse of Civilisation’’; “the human 
adventure,” and many other vital subjects. 
Perhaps, none of these chapters exceeds 
in interest and suggestion that in which 
Mr. Wells expresses his views on the sub- 
| ject of labour unrest, In practice, it is 
certain, some of the remedies which he 
hints at, without blindly advocating them, 
would prove totally unworkable—for in- 
stance, that a man should work at top 


producing the maximum output of a cer- 
win article, and should then be financially 
independent, so that he may “retire from 
that particular occupation, and enjoy his 
leisure in whatsoever way he likes. The 
business. man will instantly perceive 
numerous weaknesses in this theory—the 
evil of over-production, to mention only 
one. Nevertheless, although we cannot 
go the whole of the road with Mr, Wells 

we find ourselves in complete agreement 
with much that he says on this subject;

An arrange 
ment was concluded, we are told, with 
regard to payments abroad and the main- 
tenance of the exchange between the two 
countries. The Conference was a sequel 
to a Conference of the Ministers of 
Finance of the four European Entente 
Powers, which was held in London last 
month. No announcement has been 
made as to the work of that. Conference, 
but a semi-official Note issued in Petro- 
grad on Wednesday says that it “showed 
that complete agreement exists among the 
Allies on all questions, both in principle 
and detail; and once more brought out the 
fact that Great Britain, Russia, France,
